Grounds Preserved for Future 


Eighty years ago this summer, 


when Buchanan still was in the 
White House and Abraham Lincoln 
was a little known Illinois lawyer; 
when Applcton boasted a popula- 
tion of "almost 2,000" and when the 
county board thought that $400 was 
a lot of money to spend on high- 
ways in a single year—a group of 
progressive Hortonia farmers and 
merchants organized the Outagamic 
County Agricultural society 
and 


that fall held their first fair in the 
grounds that this year will be the 
site of Hortonvillc's seventh annual 
homecoming. 


For seventy-seven years, 
until 


1936, the society held an annual fair 
and for many years it was one of 
the principal agricultural exhibits 
of northeastern 
Wisconsin. John 


Dcy, who came to' the county in 
1852, 
was its first president, serv- 


ing for nearly a half-century, and 
the name of every person who ever 
had any prominence in the affairs 
of the village is linked with the as- 
sociation. In later years Gerald,P. 
Nyc. now the United States senator 
from North Dakota, who will be the 
principal gaest of the village at the 
homecoming next Sunday, was one 
of the stockholders. 


One of the principal attractions 


of the fair was the grounds on 
•which it was held. Eight acfes of 
virgin pine—trees a hundred and 
more feet high—provided a spot un- 
equalled in this part of the state. 
After the agricultural association 
disbanded the property passed into 
private ownership, and last spring 
it was purchased by the Hortonville 
Commercial club which has repair- 
ed and repainted 
the buildings, 


cleaned up the premises and is con- 
verting the property into a beauti- 
ful park available to all who want 
to n«o it. 


In the early da\s the fair was 


purely an exhibition of farm and 
farm home produce. Farmers and 
their wives came from many miles 
to dispby their cait'c, their g-irdcn 
produce, their canned fruit, th's pro- 
ducts of ihcif culinary skill and 
their pr/zc needlework. In 
later

Nullifying 
amendments are being handed around in the hope 
that the bill can be pasted with them and then, if 
worst comes to worst, it can be allowed to go through 
the house in the form of a mere pious declaration 
against sin. 
This bill is directed not only at political manipula- 


tion "of WPA but at the army of minor federal ap- 
pointees who go into action as political top sergeants 
in every campaign—postmasters, collectors of inter-

go too far. "Th'e question." he says, "is whether political appointees who 
have toeen active in campaigns from time immemorial should be permit- 
ted to continue these activities." He explained that it is but natural that 
representatives who namp federal 
officials in their districts should ex- 
pect help from these appointees in 
campaigns. 


Well, neither, the administration 


nor Congressman Celler worried 
very much about stopping certain 
activities of stock market manipu- 
lators merely because these activi- 
ties had gone on from time immem- 
orial.

THE HAGUE DECISION 


It took five separate decisions filed 


_}>y members of the supreme court o' the 
United States to dispose cf Mayor Hague's 
attempt at Jersey City to play jester to a 
dictator. 


The court was strong enough in its 


opinion that Mr. Hague was on the wrong 
side of the legal fence but no more than 
two of the judges could agree on any one 
reason, and even Justices McReynolds 
and Butler who have agreed so long on 
virtually e\erything disagreed in their 
consideration of this famous case. 


Jersey City had an ordinance permit- 


ting the Director of Safety to refuse a 
permit for a public meeting on his mere 
opinion that such refusal would prevent 
"riots, disturbances or disorderly assem- 
blage.*' This Director of Safely declined 
to let the CIO conduct meetings to dis- 
cuss the National Labor Act upon the 
ground that riots would result. 
Mayor 


Hague therefore employed his police force 
to put CIO spokesmen out of town in- 
stesd of employing them to put rioters on 
their back. 


As might be expected the court looked 


beyond Mayor Hague's fear cf a riot in 
order to ascertain whether people were 
being denied their very precious priv- 
ileges under the Bill of Rights. It was 
quick to assent to the right of the pub- 
lic authorities "to enforce law and order 
by lawful search and seizure or by arrest 
and production before a judicial officer" 
of any person on any side who was bent 
upon mischief. But it was just as de- 
termined upon preventing the mayor of 
a great city from accomplishing the equal- 
ly mischievous purpose of stilling tongues 
which did not speak words that were 
sweet or companionable to his ears. 


Specifically the court held that the 


Jersey City ordinance violated the con- 
stitution of the United States because it 
was so worded and so enforced as to be- 
come an arbitrary suppression of free 
speech. 


The constant and final test of our 


devotion to free speech cannot, of course, 
be determined in any manner by the ap- 
pearance of those who are demanding it. 
Here, for instance, was the CIO pleading 
for its rights. And here we find the 
country, in which the CIO is an unpopu- 
lar institution, pleased, nevertheless, to 
see that its rights were secured to it. 


And that is. the way things always 


should be.

JEFFJ-RSON'S GJHOST BECOMES 


RESTLESS 


Thc-Appleton Century Company has 


provided the country with a new issue of 
"Democracy" as written by Thomas Jef- 
ferson who as a writer is one of the most 
remarkable in the world since his pen in- 
scribed the Declaration of Independence. 


Lip service—but no more than that— 


is often given to Mr. Jefferson by men 
who call themselves leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic part-.. Jefferson's heirs might sue 
them for false pretenses. 


Jefferson, it must 
be 
remembered, 


lived through another of those constantly 
recurring catnip seizures that afflict Eu- 
rope when one side robs the other be- 
yond that other's ability to stand the 
pain 
without 
resorting 
to 
desperate 


measure?. 


And here at home in those days we 


had organizations that either supported 
Bonaparte or Britain. Of that situation 
Mr. Jefferson wrote: 


"I consider Europe but as a great 


madhouse, and in the present deranged 
state of their moral faculties to be 
pitied and avoided. . . . 


"I am not for linking ourselves with 


the quarrels of Europe or enterine that 
field of slaughter to preserve their bal- 
ance. . . . 


"The object of England is the per- 


manent domination of the ocean and 
the monopoly of the trade 
of 
the 


world. ... 


"I believe no mote in Bonaparte's 


fighting merely for the liberty of the 
seas than in Great Britain fighting for 
the liberties of mankind. The object 
of both is the same—to draw to them- 
selves the power, the wealth and the 
resources of other nations. . . . 


"In Europe war seems to be the nat- 


ural state of man." 
But no one would turn to Jefferson 


merely for a discussion of the European 
problem of 125 years ago just because 
it is identical with the European problem 
of today although the nations involved 
have been shuttled around into somewhat 
different positions. We may view in this 
same book some observations made by our 
third president concerning the wander- 
ings of certain statesmen of today who 
still swear by all that is high and holy 
that they are "Jeffersonian Democrats." 


For Mr. Jefferson—and it may be as 


important as the Declaration, wrote: 


"Every 
government 
degenerates 


when trusted to the rulers alone. 
The people themselves are its own safe 
depositories. . . . 


"I place economy amonj: the first 


and most important of republican vir- 
tues and public debt as the greatest of 
the dangers to be feared. . . . 


"I am not a friend to a very ener- 


getic government. It is always oppres- 
sive 


"A constant hold by the nation on 


the strings of the public purse is a sal- 
utuary restraint from which an honest 
government ought not to wish, nor a 
corrupt one to be permitted, to be 
free. ... 


"I consider ourselves unauthorized 


to saddle posterity with our debts." 
In view of these decidedly horse-and- 


buggy sentiments wherever 
Jefferson's 


picture appears let it be turned to the 
wall. And a drape of thick fabric should 
cover over this man's countenance in the 
numerous places where it has been carved 
into marble or stone. 


For Jefferson was just an obstinate 


man who delayed the blessed paradise to 
which we have been introduced in recent 
years by a host of cherubs participating 
in the Choir Visible. 


It was an infinite error for Jefferson 


to assume that statesmen are made by 
experience, thought, study and reflection. 
He never even dreamt they are developed 
in parlors where the delicate yet gorgeous 
loveliness of socialism is venerated and 
cxtoled even as it fades to the pallor of 
the tomb. 


New York—There has been more dither and 


palaver on Broadway this spring over Show 
Business than in a long time. The Wise Guys 
have been crying into their sauerkraut juice 
and singing the blues. 


Business has been deader than a New Year's 


Resolution on January 2. Shows that classified 
as smash hits have played to as few as half c 
dozen paid admissions a performance. Time and 
again there have been more citizens behind the 
curtain than in front of it. 


Broadway students offer all sons of explana- 


tions. The commonest is the World's Fair. They 
say the Fair has bumped Broadway. It is non- 
sense, but they say it. The sorry truth is that 
neither Broadway nor the Fair has been doing 
the springtime business they anticipated.

There is always a lull in Broadway show 


business in the spring. This year's is not par- 
ticularly worse than ,any other. It just seems 
worse because showmen dreamed during the 
winter that the town would be choked with 
visitors who would stampede at night into the 
theatres. Some entrepreneurs were so optimistic 
that they boosted prices and began pricing 
yachts. Now they've cut prices and are getting 
their sea air by sitting on the dock. 


A sage showman told me the Fair has had 


little if any effect on Broadway ^amusement 
business. Fair attendance has averaged under 
100,000 persons daily, about half of whom are 
Fair employes. The showman said that of the 
approximately 50,000 bona fide Fair visitors 
each day it is unlikely that more than a few 
hundred are people who would spend money 
on Broadway anyway.

The more serious-minded men and women of

This short- 
age of outstanding drama is so serious that var- 
ious schemes to encourage playwrights are be- 
ing suggested. The same condition exists even 
more pronounced in the movies where the 
shortage of good scripts amounts almost to a 
famine. (Hence the "re-makes," adaptations of 
classics and biographies.) The trouble, many 
writers privately think, lies not with the writers 
themselves but with the producers who con- 
tinue to insist on formula plots instead of new 
ventures. 


Despite the genuinely alarming state of the 


stage, there has been a great deal of spring- 
time producing activity which has resulted in 
more employment for show folk than in several 
years. This is mainly because of the revival of 
girl shows, especially in night clubs and at the 
Fair, which has given work to thousands of 
chorines. 


The Broadway movie houses have had very 


poor spring business. The exceptions have been 
one or two houses which have been lucky 
enough to get exceptional pictures—the Astor. 
for one, which broke attendance records with 
George Bernard Shaw's "Pygmalion" and fol- 
lowed it -with the beautiful filming of that mod- 
ern classic, "Goodby, Mr. Chips." 


The tell-tale of Broadway show business is 


that astonishing ma'dness. "Hellz a Poppin,'' 
which seemed destined to be a sell-out for cen- 
turies but which began to feel a considerable 
falling off in ticket demand in mid-May. This 
show, starring Olsen Sfnd Johnson, will run 
through the summer, having sold seats sixteen 
weeks in advance, but the hysteria for tickets 
has definitely subsided.

The latter 
could' not possibly have executed a 
simultaneous coup against East's 
optential trump trick and squeeze 
against West's heart-diamond stop- 
pers. The contract inevitably would 
have been defeated by a cover.

On the whole the family requires 
a start In hot weather followed by 
several months of cool nights in 
preparation for the winter nap. 
This can be furnished by seed sow- 
ing at this time. 


The seeds should be sown In 


light but poor soil and should be 
covered, several times their dia- 
meters, with a mixture of half sand 
and soil. Keep manure away from 
them. They^ can be transplanted to 
their 
permanent. quarters 
next 
spring.

Washington-*- The people of the 


District of Columbia arc about to 
be required to pay a second income 
tax to the federal government. The 
theory is that the district is a local 


g overnment, 
just like a state. 
But actually the

of a state, for 
they have no 
voice in their 
government. 


Surprising as 


it may be to 
many 
persons 


throughout the 


Lawrence 
United 
States, 


here is a community which is being, 
taxed without any representation at 
all. This week, the house of repre- 
sentatives was considering an in- 
come tax bill. Nearby 
members 


from Virginia inserted provisions 
designed to protect their constitu- 
ents who live in that state and work 
in Washington. But there was no- 
body to look after the interests of 
the people of Washington and pro- 
tect them against inequitable tax- 
ation. 


Theoretically, all the members of 


congress do the legislating for the 
District of Columbia. There are dis- 
trict committees which give atten- 
tion to details of local legislation, 
but not a single member of congress 
can be punished at the polls for 
anything he may vote for that con- 
cerns the people of Washington. 


Tax Exemption 


The self-same members of con- 


gress not only have no feeling of 
responsibility to votclcss Washing- 
ton, 
but they ventured to exempt 


themselves from the income tax, ev- 
en though some of them back home 
pay no state income tax. The spec- 
tacle of exempting members under 
those circumstances is not calculat- 
ed to increase the esteem in which 
the congress is held by fair-minded 
citizens. 


What redress have the people of 


Washington? 
They have implored 


the congress in vain. They have pe- 
titioned for a redress of their griev- 
ances. They could hardly organize I 
as a body and refuse to pay taxes, 
incurring the penalties for so doin,i 
but, m other parts of the United 
States, taxpayers' strikes have occn 
started with far less Justification 
than would be the case here. The 
income tax law itself will probably 
be revised by the time the senate 
gets it

The issue has been up before, but

The schoolbooks have long refer- 
red with pride to the way our fore- 
fathers dumped tea in Boston har- 
bor rather than accept taxation at 
the hands of the ancestor of Amer- 
ica's recent royal visitor.

, What could one member of the 


house and one in the senate do for 
the people of the district? Represen- 
tation on important

would give a certain veto power? 
Other members would not venture 
to take advantage of the district res- 
idents because the latter's repre- 
sentatives in congress would have 
certain powers in debate, unamm- 
| ous consent agreements, and in the 
all-important votes in committee 
Maybe the income tax about to be 
imposed will be well worth the' 
money the taxpayers will be asked 
to pay—indeed, it will be worth far 
more than money if it means getting 
the vote for citizens who feel that it 
is undemocratic to tax them with- 
out giving them representation—a 
voice in their government.

ture. 


This is another means of ex- 


panding the market for Wisconsin 
certified hybrid seed corn. More 
than 200,000 bushels were produc- 
ed in the Badger state last year. 
Of this amount at least 35.000 bush- 
els have been sold outside 
the 


state. 


Lunz reports that about half of 


the corn planted in Wisconsin this 
year will be hybrid corn. He esti- 
mates that in the soutnern and

Tho general farm crop outlook In 


Outasamic county is excellent, bu 
the prospect of good markets is no 
so bright, according to J. F. Mag 
nus, county agricultural agent. 


The heavy rains and cool weather 


this spring have been beneficial to 
crops with few exceptions. Magnus 
said. Some damage was caused by 
the rain in the northern part of the 
county and in low spots. 


First cutting of alfalfa is getting 


underway. The new seeding looks 
good, but much of the old seeding 
has been killed out throughout the 
county, Magnus reported. Some 
farmers have worked up such fields 
with oats or other grains. Others 
have had to plow and replant the 
acreages with corn -for fodder or 
silage. A few farmers planted soy 
beans for a leguminous crop. 


Prospects for a good gram crop 


are excellent, the county agent said. 
The cool weather has caused con- 
siderable stooling and has given the 
grains a good color. Magnus pre- 
dicted that corn will be better than 
knee high by July 4. The saying is 
that if corn 
reaches 
knee high 


height by that date, a good corn 
crop is assured. Early potatoes- also 
are exceptionally fine, Magnus ic- 
ported. 


Orchard Pruning 


It is expected there will be straw- 


berries and raspberries 'in abund- 
ance this year with a good yield of 
fruit An orchard clean-up program 
was carried on in the county this 
spring. Fruit schools were held and 
many farmers have been making 
use of the pruning lessons learned, 
Magnus said. 


With no change in the general 


level of Wisconsin farm prices from 
April to May, the purchasing power 
of farmers in the state is about 3 
pre-war level, according to the crop 
reporting service. Some items in- 
cluding milk prices showed a slight 
increase in May as compared to Ap- 
ril. However, lower prices for live- 
stock and poultry products were 
reported, and the general level of 
farm prices in the last month was 
91 per cent of the pre-war level. 


As compared with prices of a 


year ago, those received by farmers 
in the county nnd state now arc 
considerably lower, and the prices 
paid by farmers have not' declined 
proportionately. With this unfavor- 
able balance, the farm dollar can 
buy less than a year ago, the report 
states. 


Milk Prices 


With the unusual upturn in milk 


prices from April to May. it may 
be that the decline in milk prices 
which has taken place since the 
first of the year has ended. Milk 
price? last month were reported at 
an average of $1.08 per hundred 
pounds. This average price was 2 
cents above the average for April 
but 15 cents per hundred pounds 
less than the average price for May 
of last year. 


More heifers than are normally 


kept arc being raised by farmers in 
the county, Magnus said. An in- 
crease in the breeding stock kept in 
ihe state and throughout the coun- 
try does not make the outlook for 
good prices favorable. 


Outagamie county farmers are 


also raising larger hog numbers this 
year, and Magnus advises farmers 
.0 prepare for an early market Jf 
hey want better prices. There has 
been considerable loss of young 
pigs from anemia this spring, Mag- 
nus said, adding that the cold, wet 
weather partly was to blame for 
he losses. 


National Dairy Month is being 


observed during June with farm or- 
•anizations and dairy products dis- 
tributors throughout the nation co- 
iperating to push dairy sales to 
teep down a surplus. 


The early pea crop is blossoming 
nd unless the weather turns too 
hot, a good crop can be expected, 
Alagnus said.

LIGHT METAL » 


A silver-white metal with a 


slightly blue tint 
is known as 


"aluminum." It is the most com- 
mon of all metals, but no one was 
able to take it from the earth until 
115 years ago! 


Most metals are found in a pure, 


or nearly pure, form, but not alum- 
inum. It is mixed with clay soil, 
with slate, with granite and with 
shale rock. Although special work 
is needed to take it out. there is n 
great deal of it all around us. 


Nearly eight per cent of the 


material in the earth's crust is 
alumintim! Next to it ranks iron, 
which makes UD about five per 
cent of the earth's crust. 


A Danish scientist named Oer- 


sted found a way to use heat to 
obtain aluminum from soil and 
rock. That was in 1825. Two years 
later a German tried Jhe s a m e 
method, but failed. Then he tried 
again, using a method n little dif- 
ferent, and produced some of the 
metal. 


Before Jong the metal was of- 


fered on the market. For a time it 
was sold at $542 a pound.. Four 
years later the price was cut to $34 
a wound. 


People were amazed by alum- 


inum. It was a real metal." but was 
very light, only 
one-fourth as 
hesvy as silver. 


In these days, when aluminum 


is used so commonly, we may smile 
over little events in davs when it 
had a high price. The 
French 


emperor caused a little of it to be 
made into a watch charm, and the 
charm was sent as a gift to the 
king of Siam. 


Some of the "magic metal" was 


also turned into a rattle for the 
infant son of the French ruler 
What a proud baby he must have 
been, or would have teen if he 
could have known what the rattle 
was made of! 


An American college student, an 


Ohio youth, listened to a professor 
sneak about aluminum one day in 
1884. 
The professor said it would 


be a great thing to find a cheaoer 
way to produce the metal. 
The 


student was Charles Martin Hall, 
and he was studying at Oberlin. 


Setting to work almost at once. 


Hall carried on trials which lasted 
two years. At last he used cur- 
rent from an electric battery to 
work on the mineral known as 
"cryolite." In this way he obtain- 
ed pure aluminum, and ran to the 
professor crying. "I've j?ot it!" 


At nearly the same time a voung 


Frenchman named Heroult learned 
the same facts . while working in 
France. Oddly enough, the French- 
man was just the same age as the 
American. Both are honored for 
what they did in giving the world 
a better way of obtaining the com- 
mon but nard-to-get metal. To- 
day aluminum is widely emoloved 
in making parts for automobiles 
and airplanes, also for 
kitchen 


ware. 
In a recent year 350.000 


tons of it were made. 


Cryolite is found in Greenland. 


There is not nearly enough of it 
to take care of the world's need for 
aluminum. 
Today the far more 


common mineral. "Bauxite" is the 
usual source of aluminum.

jority of the delegates to both the 
1940 major party conventions will 
be chosen, in effect, by politicians. 


Four-sevenths 
of the delegates 


named to select the next presiden- 
tial candidates will come from state 
conventions which — more 
often 


than not—are dominated by the 
leaders of whichever faction of the 
party happens to be in power in 
that state. 


Mathematically, enough delegates 


come from state 
conventions 
to 


nominate presidential candidates. 
In practice, it doesn't always work 
that way. New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois, and California—state 
on which 
candidates must 
rely 


heavily 
for electoral votes—are 


among those which choose their 
delegates in direct primaries. They 
are powerful delegations in conven- 
tions. 


The procedure varies somewhat 


in the 34 states which pick dele- 
gates in conventions or 
through 


their party executive committees. 
Some stales carry the convention 
idea all the way to the counties. 
Others muster delegates into state 
meetings where they thresh over 
the problem of who shall go to the 
national convention and whom the 
delegation shall support. 


In both cases, those actively en- 


gaged in politics take the keenest 
interest. 


Tne states choosing delegates in 


conventions include Indiana, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Missouri.
